Our 
Lord knew well that Abraham's bos- 
om was the sweetest thought, and the 
one fullest of hope, to the Jewish 
mind; that when crosses and trials 
came to them they were helped on to 
patience by the thought of the peace- 
ful and unbroken rest awaiting 
them in Abraham's bosom. And Our 
Lord knew that for Christians the 
same help and the same hope in their 
crosses and trials would be afforded 
by the thought of the blessed and un- 
ending rest in the besom of God, And 
what does He do? 

“On the night before He suffered”

be delivered to twelve hundred poor 
persons on that day. Of such dole 
some vestiges «till remain in certain 
parts of the kingdom. 

Another species of charity, at the 
death of the upper ranks, was the 
grant of freedom to a certain number 
if slaves, whose poverty, to render 
the gift more valuable, was relieved 
with a handsome present. In the

It is mot therefore 
surprising that the history of those 
early days makes mention of many 
such. Mr. Thayer had found in Bos- 
ton a M. Claude de la Poterie, who 
had been a chaplain im the French 
army. Dr. White calls him “a most 
abandoned character.” After his sus- 
pension he retired to the West In 
dies in 1790. But he was succeeded 
by another Frenchman M. Louis 
Rousselet, who is also evil apoken of 
This man made a party amongst his 
countrymen in Boston, and set up a 
rival congregation.

They understand, better 
than we, the will of God. He makes known to them our 
needs. They are interested in us because we “are one body, 
of which Christ is the Head.” We should implore their inter- 
cession, thereby honoring God, pleasing the Saints and pro- 
curing, for ourselves, the powerful protection of God’s 
chosen ones. 


It is common for Protestants to speak of the decline of 
Catholicity in thé world without adverting to the thousands 
times greater decline of Protestantism. It is common for 
them to speak of the leakage of the Catholic Church even in 
this country without adverting to the far greater leakage 
among Protestants. 

In the countries in which there is the greatest indifferent- 
ism with reference to the practice of the Catholic Faith more 
Catholic people go to church regularly than attend the Pro- 
testant churches in countriea in which Protestantism is firmly 
rooted. True there should be consistency between belief and 
practice, and if the Church enjoins public worship on Sunday 
there should be 100% attendance, allowing, of course, for 
illness and other physical and moral impediments. 

In our country, in England, in Germany, in Scotland, 
in the countries known as Protestant, Catholics do attend 
Church almost 100%. In hundreds of towns and villages in 
the so-called Catholic countries nearly all people who axg able 
attend divine services even on weekdays. However, there is 
considerable laxity in the-big cities in certain portions of 
these Catholie tountries.”” But, as our Englishman, who is 
quoted below, observed, religion constitutes a far greater 
part of the life of the Catholic in Italy, for instance, than the 
Protestant religion does in the zenerality of its adherents 
anywhere. 

We quote from a letter, signed “C. E.-T. 
appeared in a recent issue of the Guardian (London): 


“As I have been mae lately, in France, Italy, Austria, 
and Germany, and have fréquentiy attended services-in the churches 
of these countries, it may interest some of your readers to have a 
few of my impressions, and I should like to know how far these 
impressions are shared with others who have had the same oppor 
tunity.
